fields  would  be  left  to  waste  if  they  w^e  not 
cultivated  by  more  slendec  hands.  Hence 
the  wives  and  daughWs  of  peasants  must 
work  in  the  ■fields,  while  their  sons  and  bro-' 
tho^sk^^  thecamu.  lu~all  this  there  is 
something  v*^y  revolting,  espoclally  when 
woman  is  dragged  down  t  >  the  coarsest  and 
most  repulsive  labor — mrvd>  .-a  b  :ast  of  bur¬ 
den,  working  ■with  cattle,  and  holding  the 
plow.  Such  labor  unsexes  her,  it  destroys 
the  delicacy  of  her  nature  as  of  her  frame, 
and  degrades  her  to  the  level  of  vulgar  boors. 

But  we  have  seen  women  working  out  of 
doors  when  there  was  nothing  repulsive  in 
their  labor,  as  when  they  followed  in  the 
path  of  the  reaper,  like  Bnth,  gathering  the 
golden  grain,  or  raking  the  new-mown  and 
sweet-smelliUg  hay.  The  milkmaid  tripping 
homeward,  singing  blithefy  os  she  goes,  is 
rather  a  poetical  figure,  and  many  a  blush¬ 
ing  youth  has  lost  his  heart  to  -the  maiden 
whom  he  first  saw  tending  her  flowers.  And 
we  believe  no  traveller,  who  has  been  among 
the  vine-clad  hills  of  France,  ■was  ever  shock¬ 
ed  at  seeing  a  meny  troop  of  maidens  gath¬ 
ering  the  vintage.  So  then  it  is  but  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  kinds  of  labor — not  merely  whether 
it  is  out-door  or  in-door.  Indeed  if  we  were 
to  tell  a  harrowing  tale  of  the  hardships  of 
women,  we  should  not  find  their  severest 
taskwork  without,  but  within — in  pent-up 
rooms,  in  factories  «aid  mines.  Out  of 
doors,  if  the  work  be  hard,  one  has  at  least 
the  free  air  of  heaven  to  fill  the  lungs,  and 
the  free  motion  of  the  limbs  to  make  the 
blood  flow.  Active  exercise  gives  strength, 
and  if  at  the  close  of  day  the  framip  is  weary, 
the  sleep  of  the  laborer  is  sweei  3at  to  be 
doomed  to  work  and  yet  be  denied  ^e  light 
and  the  air  :  to  bo  shut  up  in  factonm  from 
morning  to  night,  where  the  thumkiing 
machinery  is  enough  to  drive  one  distrabtpd; 
or  worse  still,  to  be  confined  in  close  and 
heated  rooms,  as  are  the  sewing  women  of 
London,  crowded  together,  with  hardly 
sx)ace  to  move,  and  thus  sitting  in  one  fixed, 
unchanging  x>03tnre,  to  “  stitch,  stitch, 
stitch  ”  hour  after  hour,  and  day  after  day, 
is  a  more  dreadful  taskwork — more  killing  to 
hand  and  eyes  and  brain — than  any  labor  of 
the  field.  Was  there  ever  a  more  piteous 
cry  for  LJp  than  that  wail  as  of  death  in 
Hood’s  Song  of  the  Shirt : 

Ob  for  one  short  boor 
To  feel  as  I  need  to  feel, 

Beforel  knew  the  woes  of  want 
Or  the  walk  that  coats  a  meal. 

Here  in  America  there  is  nothing  quite 
equal  to  the  slavery  of  the  sewing  women  of 
London,  and  yet  in  hundreds  of  garrets  in 
this  city  are  poor  women — ^widows  many  of 
them,  with  little  hungry  mouths  to  feed — 
who  literally  “  slave  ”  themselves  from  early 
morning  far  into  the  night,  to  keep  the  wolf 
from  the  door,  a  weary  and  exhausting  toil 
that  drains  the  oil  of  life  faster  than  any 
work  they  could  be  called  on  to  perform  out 
of  doors.  Even  among  comfortable,  well-to- 
do  people,  there  is  often  on  the  part  of  the 
female  members  of  the  household  a  conflnS* 
ment  to  indoor  occupations,  which  saps  the 
springs  of  life,  and  quickly  ends  in  consump¬ 
tion.  How  often  have  we  entered  the  house 
of  a  thrifty  farmer,  and  found  the  “  women 
folks  ”  sewing  in  a  close  room,  over  one  of 
those  hideous  monsters  of  the  ‘sitting-room,’ 
an  air-tight  stove,  keeping  up  their  strength 
and  spirits  by  copious  draughts  of  green  tea  I 

From  such  indoor  servitude  a  change  to 
almost  any  out-door  work  were  a  blessed  re¬ 
lief,  and  well  may  our  friend  call  on  her 
worn-out  sisters  to  come  and  share  her 
I  mountain  breezes  and  her  life  of  liberty. 
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A  CALL  TO  THE  COUNTRY. 

Oat-Door  Work  for  Womei. 

The  Evakoxust  has  a  lady  correspond¬ 
ent  in  New  England,  who  lives  away  off 
among  the  mountains,  in  a  little  cottage  all 
alone,  with  no  living  companion  but  a  cat  I 
And  yet  she  is  not  a  hater  of  her  kind — 
either  of  mankind  or  of  womankind — ^nor  a 
rude,  uncultivated  person,  but  a  lady  of  ed¬ 
ucation,  who  is  attracted  to  this  lonely  life 
by  the  double  motive  of  an  intense  love  of 
nature  and  a  desire  for  perfect  independence. 
She  has  an  acre  of  ground,  which  she  culti¬ 
vates  with  her  own  hands,  planting  peas  and 
potatoes  as  well  as  flowers,  and  in  a  word 
making  her  living  out  of  mother  earth, 
whereby  she  secures  to  herself  health,  com¬ 
fort,  and  above  all,  -what  is  dearest  to  her 
heart,  independence.

ACTION  OP  THE  PRESBYTERIES  ON  i 
REUNION.  I 

Thanks  to  prompt  attention  of  the 
Stated  Clerks  of  our  Presbyteries,  we  are 
BOW  able  to  give  most  of  the  Commissioners 
who  have  been  elected  by  those  bodies  to  i 
constitute  the  next  General  Assembly,  and 
ftlaft  their  action  on  the  subject  of  Reunion.  . 

Our  readers  are  generally  familiar  with  the 
present  posture  of  this  question.  Many  of 
the  Presbyteries  took  action  upon  it  at  their 
first  meeting  folio-wing  the  Assembly  of  last 
year,  the  Overture  of  that  body  coming  be¬ 
fore  each  of  them  in  the  following  form,  viz: 

“Does  this  Presbytery  approve  of,  and 
give  their  consent  to,  the  Reunion  of  the  two 
Branches  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  on  the  Basis  pro¬ 
posed  the  Joint  Committee  of  Thirty,  and 
apfooved  by  the  two  General  Assemblies 
meeting  in  May,  1868,  respectively  at  Al¬ 
bany,  N.  Y.,  and  Harrisburgh,  Pa.?” 

This  Overture  covered  all  (just  that  and 
nothing  more)  that  -was  recommended  by 
tile  Joint  Committee  of  Thirty,  in  which  both 
Bodies  were  equally  represented,  and  all  that 
was  approved  and  pwfected  in  common  by 
the  two  Assemblies ;  and  of  course  excluded 
the  proposal  for  an  Amendment  of  the  First 
Article  in  the  Basis,  which  was  passed  by 
the  Albany  Assembly,  and  submitted  by  it 
to  our  Assembly  at  too  late  an  hour  for  ac¬ 
tion,  and  also  its  interpretation  of  the  Basis. 

This  final  diverse  action  of  that  Assembly 
prevented  the  sending  down  of  identical  or 
even  reconcilable  overtures  to  the  Presbyte¬ 
ries  of  the  two  bodies,  and  hence  confusion 
rather  than  harmony  was  likely  to  result.  A 
large  proportion  of  our  Presbyteries  approv¬ 
ed  the  overture  above  quoted,  while  most  of 
the  Old  School  gave  their  approval  only  to 
an  amended  Basis,  for  which  their  Assem¬ 
bly  had  expressed  a  preference,  and  which 
consisted  in  the  dropping  of  the  qualifying 
clauses  added  to  the  First  Article  by  Drs. 
Smith  and  Gurley,  respectively. 

Under  this  condition  of  things  our  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  had  been  continued  by  the 
Assembly  for  the  purpose  of  “furnishing 
such  information  as  they  may  deem  best  to  the 
okurches  in  order  to  secure  intelligent  aetiwi 
on  the  subject  of  rranion,”  met  in  this  city 
in  January  last,  and  after  deliberation,  and, 
as  they  expressly  state,  “  -without  assuming 
any  authOTity,”  recommended  our  Presbyte¬ 
ries  to  express  their  assent  to  the  Amend¬ 
ment  prepared  and  adopted  by  the  Albany 
Assembly ;  in  favor  of  the  omission  of  the 
Tenth  Article.  Both  these  changes  were 
embraced  in  a  farther  proposition  for  the 
Presbyteries  : 

“  This  Presbytery,  having  already  approv¬ 
ed  of  the  Basis  of  Reunion  overtured  by 
the  last  General  Assembly,  do  now,  in  order 
to  a  final  and  harmonious  adjustment  of  the 
whole  case,  consent  to  the  amending  of  the 
Basis,  by  the  omission, 

“  1st.  Of  tiiat  part  of  the  First  Article  of 
the  Basis  that  begins  with  the  words  ‘  li  be¬ 
ing  understood,'  &c.,  and  ends  with  the  words 
‘  in  the  separate  churches.'  And 

“  2d.  Of  the  whole  of  the  Tenth  Article 
of  the  Basis.” 

In  another  column  we  have  collated  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  our  Presbyteries  so  far  as  received. 
Possibly  we  have  made  distinctions  where 
there  is  no  sabstantial  difference,  but  the 
olaosifioation  is  as  accurate  as  the  record  be¬ 
fore  us  would  admit  of.  In  some  cases  we 
have  had  the  paper  actually  passed,  in  others 
only  the  Stated  Clerk’s  or  a  correspondent’s 
understanding  of  it.  From  this  general  re¬ 
view  it  -will  be  seen  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  Presbyteries  have  promptly  adopted  the 
Basis  of  the  two  Assemblies  which  was  for¬ 
mally  overtured  to  them,  with  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  put  upon  the  same  by  our  Assembly,  to¬ 
gether  with  an  affirmative  response  to  the 
January  recommendations  of  our  Committee. 

The  next  most  general  classification  com¬ 
prises  those  who  have  adopted,  or  at  least  do 
not  object  to,  the  Basis,  -with  the  January 
amendmenia,  but  who  prtfer  “the  Standards 
pure  and  simple.  ”  Doubtless  some  who  have 
this  action,  regard  themselves  as  sub- 
on  the  same  ground  as  those  who 


Bnjgland  is  a  ripe  fruit  for  us.  There  are 
thousands  of  Protestant  ministers  who  do 
more  than  all  the  Jesuits  of  the  world  to 
prepare  the  English  people  to  submit  them¬ 
selves  again  to  the  Pope  ! 

“  Even  sturdy  Presbyterian  Scotland  has 
to  confess  to-day  that  we  have  taken  a  foot¬ 
hold  in  her  bosom  from  which  we  cannot 
be  plucked.  The  next  Council  -will  show  to 
the  world  that  we  are  stronger  than  ever, 
and  that  we  can  carry  everything  before  us. 
This  Council  is  to  prepare  the  irresistible  ad¬ 
vance  of  oiu:  whole  front  of  battle  in  order 
to  break  the  lines  of  our  disimited  enemies, 
and  scatter  them  to  tiie  four  winds  !’ 

“  So  speak  the  priests  of  Rome,”  says  Fa¬ 
ther  Chiniquy ;  “  and  that  assurance  of  a 
prompt  victory  over  us,  my  brethren,  is  par¬ 
taken  by  the  150,000,000  of  Roman  Catholics 
whom  you  -will  have  sooner  or  later  to  con¬ 
front  and  conquer  if  you  want  to  bring  the 
world  to  the  feet  of  Christ.”  .  .  . 

“  It  is  not  in  a  fit  of  terror  and  despair,  as 
too  many  Protestants  think,  that  the  Pope 
is  calling  his  great  council  of  war.  ...  It 
is  to  show  his  power,  and  strike  a  most  dead¬ 
ly  blow  at  us. 

“Like  a  skilful  general,  who  feels  that  he 
has  gained  many  previous  advantages,  though 
he  has  met  with  serious  losses  in  a  bloody 
battle,  at  the  end  of  the  day  he  musters  his 
whole  strength,  and  consults  his  generals  as 
to  the  best  means  of  entirely  crashing  his 
enemies.  Evidently  the  Pope  means  mis¬ 
chief  to  the  Gospel  cause  by  that  council ; 
and  it  would  be  a  want  of  Christian  wisdom 
if  we  remained  idle  and  indifferent  at  the 
approach  of  the  coming  crisis.  Let  us  gird 
our  loins,  and  prepare  ourselves  as  valiant 
soldiers  of  Christ  should  do,  at  the  approach 
of  danger.” 


of  independence.  Here  is  a  picture  which 
might  well  tempt  many  who  walk  our  streets : 

*•  ‘  There  are  no  poor  people  here,  I  see,’ 
remarked  a  friend  who  was  visiting  me  not 
long  ago.  He  was  right ;  though  some  who 
have  lived  here  might  question  it.  For  who 
is  ‘  poor  ’  that  can  have  plenty  of  work  and 
good  wages  ?  No  well  person  ever  need  to 
suffer  for  Ufe’s  necessities  in  a  place  like  this. 
How  strange  it  is  that  the  poor  will  hug  cit¬ 
ies,  where  they  are  sure  to  suffer,  if  not 
to  starve,  when  in  the  country  there  is  abun¬ 
dant  room  and  a  plentiful  support  for  all,  if 
they  -will  but  work  for  it. 

“  During  the  past  year  I  have  proved,  to 
my  full  satisfaction,  that  every  woman  may 
make  a  good  living  by  ‘tilling  the  earth  ’ — a 
small  portion  of  it.  One  acre  well  cored  for 
will  (except  in  case  of  rare  calamity)  produce 
more  than  enough  to  feed  a  family  for  a 
year.  Then  you  want  enough  more  land  to  en¬ 
able  you  to  raise  things  to  exchange  for  your 
wood  or  coal ;  and  also  for  other  necessities. 
Were  I  two  poor  women,  instead  of  ‘  working 
out  ’  for  any  human  employer,  I  would  hire 
four  or  five  acres  of  good  land,  and  work  out 
under  the  sun,  and  should  certainly  be  much 
more  independent,  prosperous,  and  happy. 
As  I’m  but  one  woman,  lame  and  very  busy, 
all  I  can  hope  to  do  is — to  raise  my  own  veg¬ 
etables  and  strawberries,  and  I  must  content 
myselfwithtryingto  coax  others  to  ‘come  out’ 
to  country  work  and  life  and  home  comfort. 

“Men — our  American  men — may  bo  very 
wise;  but  they  certainly  do  not  show  their 
■wisdom  by  crowding  into  cities.  How  they 


ARE  WE  ORTHODOX  ? 

Dr.  William  L.  Breckinridge  is  not  at  all 
satisfied  -with  the  reasons  given  by  Dr.  Mus* 
grave  for  believing  in  the  subs-tautial  agree¬ 
ment  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Presbyteri¬ 
an  Church  on  the  doctrines  of  the  GospeL 
He  does  not  dispute  the  assertion  of  his  bro¬ 
ther  Dr.  Robert  J.  Breckinridge,  that  one- 
half  of  the  ministers  of  the  New  School  are 
sound  divines,  or  even  that  of  Dr.  Musgrave 
himself,  that  nine-tenths  of  the  number  may 
be  BO  endorsed.  But  he  asks  “  What  about 
the  balance  ?  ”  Supposing  the  whole  num¬ 
ber  to  bo  two  thousand,  he  says  “then  there 
are  two  hundred  ”  whom  Dr.  Musgrave  -will 
not  endorse,  “  and  if  you  -will  not,”  he  adds, 
“alas,  who  will  ?  ”  Two  hundred  ministers 
whom  no  suitable  person  can  endorse  for 
sound  doctrine  !  We  do  not  know  who  the 
two  hundred  men  are,  and  we  presume  Dr. 
Breckinridge  does  not.  Let  them  be  individ¬ 
ualized  by  their  acts,  and,  if  they  preach  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Reformed  or  Calvinistic  system 
as  set  forth  in  the  Confession,  the  New  School 
portion  of  the  Church  stands  pledged  by  the 
Qurley  Amendment  to  see  that  they  are  call¬ 
ed  to  account.  We  ourselves  do  not  believe 


cle.arly  pointed  out.  In  this  city  and  State 
we  may  almost  say  that  Romanism  is  the  Es¬ 
tablished  Religion,  so  completely  does  it 
have  control  of  our  Common  Council  and 
our  Legislature,  voting  to  itself  endowments 
and  privileges  as  if  it  were  indeed  establish¬ 
ed  by  law. 

While  these  articles  were  in  comrse  of  pub¬ 
lication,  we  received  a  letter  from  Father 
Chiniquy,  well  known  for  his  successful 
Christian  labors  among  Roman  Catholics  in 
Illinois  and  in  Canada,  which  fully  confirms 
what  is  said  concerning  the  ultimate  designs 
of  Rome  in  this  country.  We  have  only  room 
for  his  report  of  a  conversation  which  he  re¬ 
cently  held  -with  a  priest : 

“Not  long  ago  I  was  speaking  -with  a 
learned  and  influential  Roman  Catjiolio 
priest,  on  what  the  Protestant  Press  calls 
‘The  losses  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in 
Italy  and  Spain.  ’  I  told  him,  ‘  Rome  wiU  go 
out  from  your  hands  at  the  death  of  Napo¬ 
leon,  and  Italy  is  evidently  giving  you  the 
cold  shoulder.’ 

Yes,  said  the  priest,  we  know  that  very 
well ;  but  we  don’t  care  a  straw  for  Rome, 
when  we  have  New  York  in  our  hands.  Is 
not  New  York  five  times  more  populous,  a 
thousand  times  richer,  and  ten  thousand 
times  more  important  than  Rome  ?  and  for 
the  rags  of  Italy,  wo  can  afford  to  let  them 
go  into  the  hands  of  the  pirate  Garibaldi, 
when  wo  ore  just  now  taking  possession  of 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain. 

“When  Rome  was  ruling  the  world,  it  was 
necessary  that  we  should  govern  Rome,  in 
Older  to  rule  the  world  ;  but  the  day  that 
Rome  loses  her  prestige,  she  becomes  to  us 
as  a  rotten  ship,  ...  we  must  get  out  of 

her . Great  Britain  and  the  United 

States  are  evidently  marching  to  the  conquest 
of  the  world,  .  .  .  then  we  must  conquer 
this  mighty  Republic,  with  her  haughty  and 
powerful  mother  England,  .  .  .  and  that 
mnn  is  very  blind  indeed  who  does  not  see 
that  these  two  mighty  nations  will  belong  to 
the  Church  of  Rome  before  long ;  through 
them  we  will  conquer  the  world  a  second  time. 
Look  at  our  innumerable  nunneries  and  col¬ 
leges,  raising  their  lofty  spires  in  every  val¬ 
ley.  .  .  .  You  do  not  ignore  that  they  are 
filled  with  the  daughters  and  sons  of  the 
most  influential  and  wealthy  Protestant  fami¬ 
lies  of  this  republic  ;  you  know  very  well 
that  if  we  have  been  able  to  have  these  young 
trees  planted  in  our  gardens,  in  order  to 
cultivate  and  train  them  in  our  ways  to-day, 
it  -will  be  stiU  easier  to  keep  them  in  our  o-wn 
hands  when  they  will  bear  their  fruits. 

“  We  confess  that  the  wind  is  not  very 
favorable  in  Italy  and  Spain,  but  the  good 
mariner  does  not  care  much  about  unfavora¬ 
ble  winds,  .  .  .  he  is  prepared  for  them,  he 
knows  they  must  come,  ...  he  trims  his 
sails  for  them,  and  on  the  ship  goes.  .  .  . 
As  long  as  the  wives  and  daughters  of  the 
demagogues  of  Italy  and  Spain  will  come  to 
confess,  we  have  not  so  much  to  fear  as  you 
think,  from  these  revolutions  ;  after  the 
stormy  days  calm  -will  come  again ;  those 
fierce  Republicans,  who  seem  ready  to  eat 
up  and  devour  all  the  Jesuits  and  priests  of 
Rome,  will  be  easily  tamed  by  their  wives  and 
daughters  ;  and  if  some  of  them  are  unman¬ 
ageable,  you  have  been  in  our  midst  long 
enough  to  know  aU  their  plans,  their  secrets, 
and  that  we  have  every  means  in  our  hands 
of  paralyzing  their  plans,  embarrassing  their 
work,  dividing  and  confounding  their  coun¬ 
sels,  and  of  forcing  them  in  the  end,  to  com¬ 
promise  with  us. 

“  See  that  wild  and  dumb  bear  who  is  rul¬ 
ing  over  France  ;  he  feels  tiiat  Rome  is  a 
stone  to  his  neck  ;  he  would  like  to  get  rid 
of  it.  .  .  .  But  his  -wife  goes  to  confess  ev- 


their  faces,  pale  as  if  just  from  the  hospital  ; 
eyes  gleaming  as  if  from  the  lunatic  asylum, 
and  rushing  along  as  though  they  had  not 
another  hour  to  live.  Poor,  miserable,  driv¬ 
en  fellows  I  Why  -will  they  not  tear  them¬ 
selves  away  from  a  hopeless  fate,  and  come 
out  into  sweet  air,  and  buy  or  hire  or  work 
for  five  or  ten  acres  of  dear,  healthful,  gen¬ 
erous  mother  earth,  whereon  to  stand  as 
MEN ;  whereas  now  they  are  scarcely  more 
than  slaves  and  beggars. 

“  As  to  farmers,  they  fail  to  show  their 
wisdom  by  holding  such  large  farms.  Sev¬ 
enty-five  or  a  hundred  acres  to  one  farm  is 
about  ten  times  too  much,  unless  a  man 
wishes  to  keep  many  cattle.  With  a  ten- 
acre  lot  a  man  can  leave  one  acre  each  year 
to  the  care  of  his  cow,  horse,  or  pigs.  Then 
the  next  year  plant  it.  It  is  a  great  shame 
to  6ee  hundreds  and  thousands  of  fertile 
acres,  and  dozens  and  hundreds  of  the  most 
lovely  spots  for  cozy  homes,  lying  almost  use¬ 
less  ;  and  ’tis  painful  to  reflect  on  the  home¬ 
less  sufferers  who  might  be  so  busy  and  so 
happy  there.  The  world  has  room  enough 
and  food  enough  for  all  its  people,  were  it 
but  possible  to  bring  the  need  and  the  sup¬ 
ply  together.” 

This  is  a  very  pretty  pictm-e,  and  as  an  ar¬ 
gument  addressed  to  men,  it  contains  as 
much  truth  as  poetry.  As  such  we  commend 
it  to  those  puny,  sickly  creatures  who  crouch 
behind  desks,  -with  pale  faces  and  sunken 
chests.  Poor,  drooping,  half-developed  man¬ 
nikins  !  Why  should  they  “pine  away  and 
die ’’here  within  the  prison-like  walls  of  a 
city,  when  abroad  on  the  hills  is  free  air  and 
health  and  glorious  independence  I  But  for 
the  gentler  sex  it  is  not  quite  so  easy  at  a 
moment’s  notice  to  lay  aside  the  needle  and 
take  up  the  sickle  or  the  pruning  knife.  We 
fear,  if  these  appeals  should  induce  a  gener¬ 
al  exodus  of  women  from  our  cities,  it  would 
lead  to  many  a  sore  disappointment,  and 
^atsome  of  our  sisters,  who  thus  migrated 
in  the  Spring,  would  come  back  in  the  Au¬ 
tumn,  when  the  leaves  began  to  fall^  “  sad¬ 
der  and  wiser ’’for  their  experience.  But' 
for  all  that,  we  believe  that  our  correspond¬ 
ent  is  right  in  her  general  principle,  that  wo¬ 
men  are  too  much  confined  in  their  occupa¬ 
tions  ;  that  their  life  and  their  labor  are  too 
exclusively  indoors,  and  that  in  this  respect 
they  might  enlarge  “  the  area  of  freedom,” 
with  no  loss  of  delicacy,  and  -with  manifest 
benefit  to  both  body  and  souL  But  tbia  “  out¬ 
door  work  for  women,”  to  be  good  and  not 
evil,  needs  to  be  limited  both  in  kind  and  in 
degree. 

Americans  who  travel  in  Europe,  tell  sad 
tales  of  the  hardships  of  women  whom  they 
see  in  the  fields,  sometimes  doing  the  most 
menial  labor — a  sight  which  they  look  upon 
with  astonishment  and  disgust.  It  is  indeed 
a  painful  spectacle,  especially  when  one  re¬ 
flects  on  the  sad  necessity  which  compels  it 
— which  comes  from  the  all-devouring  mili¬ 
tary  conscription.  In  France  and  in  Prussia 
nearly  a  million  of  men,  the  flower  of  a  na¬ 
tion’s  strength,  are  drawn  from  the  fields  to 
fill  the  standing  army.  Thus  the  country  is 
almoat  depopulsAed  of  young  men,  and  the 


then  with  us,  and  have  long  since  disappear¬ 
ed,  may  have  given  our  views  a  complexion 
which  did  by  no  means  belong  to  their  sub¬ 
stance.  However  that  may  be,  we  suppose 
our  Old  School  brethren,  in  inviting  us  to 
become  reunited  with  them,  did  not  purpose 
to  put  us  upon  the  stool  of  repentance.  The 
question  is  what  views  are  held  now  ?  For 
our  own  part  we  believe  both  the  bodies  have 
improved.  Thirty-one  years  ought  to  have 
sufficed  for  two  such  large  bodies  of  thought¬ 
ful  men  to  “grow”  a  little,  not  only  “in 
grace,”  but  “  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ'.”  Differences  there 
are,  no  doubt,  still.  Princeton  and  Union 
may  not  use  precisely  the  same  terms  on 
every  point,  or  the  same  forms  of  conception. 
Neither  do  Princeton  and  Danville,  as  Dr. 
Musgrave  seems  to  us  very  pertinmitly  to 
have  suggested.  But  is  the  difference  real¬ 
ly  greater  in  the  one  case  than  in  the  other  ? 
Is  it  a  radical  one  ? 

Dr.  Breckinridge  thinks  the  New  School 
tolerate  among  them  men  whose  views  would 
not  be  tolerated  in  his  own  branch  of  the 
Church.  It  may  be  so.  No  doubt,  in  cer¬ 
tain  points,  they,  as  a  body,  are  more  sensi¬ 
tive  to  variations  than  we.  The  same,  like¬ 
wise,  may  be  said  of  us  as  compared  with 
them.  We  freely  admit  our  own  body  are 
accustomed  to  allow  a  larger  freedom  of 
thought  than  our  Old  School  brethren  have 
had  the  credit  of  doing.  This  we  believe  is 
right.  Of  this  peculiarity,  if  it  be  such,  we 
are  still  jealous.  But  this  has  been  only 
within  the  limits  of  the  system  taught  in  our 
Confession.  Our  brethren  mistake  if  they 
suppose  our  examinations  are  lax  or  super¬ 
ficial.  None  of  our  Presbyteries  would  be 
satisfied  with  one  so  loose  as  that  indicated 
by  Dr.  Hodge  at  the  Philadelphia  Conven¬ 
tion.  It  is  not  heresy  so  much  as  what  may 
be  supposed  by  some  to  have  a  tendency  to 
heresy;  it  is  not  what  men  preach,  but  what 
they  may  be  supposed  to  hold  outside  of 
what  they  are  called  to  preach,  that  we  are 
less  quick  than  some  to  make  .the  ground  of 
a  withdrawal  of  confidence. 

The  New  School  Church  are  little  disposed 
to  insist  upon  explicit  guarantees.  But 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  two  clauses 
called  “the  Smith  and  Gurley  Amendments” 
do  express,  taken  together,  the  true  position 
of  their  body.  If  they  do  not  bona  fide  hold 
to  the  Confession  of  Faith  “in  the  Calvinistic 
sense,  ”  they  stand  chargeable  -with  a  more  fla¬ 
grant  insincerity  than  was  ever  detected  in  an 
equally  large  and  respectable  body  of  profess¬ 
ed  Christians  in  the  whole  history  of  the 
Church.  And  as  to  the  effect  of  their  method 
in  allowing  freedom,  they  may  appeal  confi¬ 
dently  to  their  record.  Why  have  they  main¬ 
tained  with  perfect  unanimity  for  thirty  years 
the  same  Standards  without  the  alteration  of 
a  pen  stroke  ?  And  why,  iiutead  of  following 


fairly  represent  the  sentiment  of  the  Chureh  ? 
No.  “Wm  the  subject  be  fairly  discussed  ? 
No.  Call  a  National  Convention  of  the 
Church.  Let  all  shades  of  opinion  be  rep¬ 
resented,  and  see  how  different  from  a  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly.  The  discussion  has  been  ex 
parte. 

So  for  as  the  course  of  The  Evangelist  is 
called  in  question,  we  can  readily  answer. 
Its  columns  have  been  open  for  the  diseussion 
of  the  question  of  reunion ;  and  they  have 
been  offered  freely  to  those  who,  from  their 
public  utterances,  were  supposed  to  differ 
from  the  great  body  of  our  Church  on  this 
question.  More  than  this,  we  have  taken 
special  pains  to  procure  from  other  sources 
the  views  of  such  of  our  brethren  as  doubted 
the  expediency  of  union  on  the  several  Bases 
submitted  by  the  Joint  Committee.  It  has 
been  our  wish  and  purpose  throughout  to 
have  aU  sides  heard  so  that  our  Old  School 
brethren  might  know  precisely  what  they 
were  to  expect  in  case  of  union.  We  have 
suppressed  no  communications,  and  so  for  as 
we  can  recall  declined  none,  except  in  a  sin¬ 
gle  instance,  when  an  esteemed  minister  wish¬ 
ed  to  discuss  the  report  of  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  before  it  was  given  to  the  Assembly 
and  to  the  public,  and  of  coarse  before  our 
readers  could  be  in  a  position  to  judge  of  the 
justice  and  fairness  of  the  praise  or  the  cen¬ 
sure  which  he  might  bestow. 

As  to  the  Assembly  not  representing  “  the 
sentiment  of  the  Church,”  we  are  at  a  loss  to 
know  what  the  -writer  means.  We  have  al¬ 
ways  supposed  that  this  was  the  very  object 
of  appointing  Commissioners,  and  bringing 
them  together  from  all  parte  of  the  country 
to  consult  together  for  its  growth  and  pros¬ 
perity.  If  it  is  not  to  all  intents  and  pur¬ 
poses  ‘  a  National  Convention  of  the  Church,’ 
we  know  not  what  better  or  fairer  way  could 
be  devised  to  secure  a  National  Convention  ; 
and  if  in  the  next  Assembly  “all  shades 
of  opinion”  are  not  represented,  and  the 
questions  of  interest  to  the  Church  at  large 
are  not  “  fairly  discussed,”  it  -will  differ  from 
any  Assembly  that  it  has  ever  been  our  priv¬ 
ilege  to  attend.  Our  good  brother  need  have 
no  fear  that  the  next  Assembly  will  do  any¬ 
thing  rash  or  imprudent,  or  on  the  other 
hand,  that  it  -wiU  hesitate  to  cany  out  faith¬ 
fully  the  wishes  of  the  members  of  our  church¬ 
es  as  expressed  through  their  authorized  rep¬ 
resentatives.

ing  ”  was  inang^irated  in  connection  with 
the  General  Assembly,  which  has  been  cou- 
tinmed  with  great  interest  at  each  subsequent 
annual  meeting.  The  Committ  ."'  of  Elders 
appointed  at  Harrisburg  last  yo.ir,  having 
this  matter  in  dhai^e,  are  makiag  u:  ronge- 
ments  for  another  meeting  of  Elders  in  this 
city  next  month.  To  further  this  most  de¬ 
sirable  effort,  and  give  additional  interest  to 
this  reunion  of  brethren,  we  are  requested 
to  ask  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  Elders’ 
Meetings,  held  in  Synods  and  Presbyteries 
since  May  last,  to  send  full  reports  of  the 
same,  giving  the  topics  discussed,  and  the 
results  of  such  meetings,  to  Henry  Ide,  Chair¬ 
man,  648  Brodway,  New  York. 

American  Tract  Society. — Exercises  of  un- 
usiuil  interest  are  expected  in  connection 
with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Tract  Society,  to  be  held  in  the  Madison 
Square  church  (Rev.  Dr.  Adams),  Wednes¬ 
day,  May  12th,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M. 

Bishop  Mcllvaine,  the  President,  will  oc¬ 
cupy  the  chair.  In  connection  with  the  An¬ 
nual  Report  there  will  be  presented  such  top¬ 
ics  for  discussion  as  the  following  :  The  agen¬ 
cy  of  the  Press  in  foreign  lands  ;  The  work  of 
God  in  Spain,  Mexico,  and  South  America ; 
Union  Missionary  Colportage — Its  mission  ;  In 
the  South;  In  the  West ;  Among  Miners  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada  and  Rocky  Mountains  ;  Among 
the  Chinese  in  Calif  omia;  Cobperaiion  with 
Pastors  and  Churches  and  Young  Men's  Chris¬ 
tian  Associations  in  Home  Evangelization. 
Such  an  anniversary  meeting  cannot  fail  to 
be  profitable. 

Dr,  Holland  (Timothy  Titcomb)  is  just 
now  making  himself  useful  in  superintend¬ 
ing  the  Sunday  School  of  the  American 
Chapel  in  Paris.  It  is  a  good  work,  and  he 
must  do  it  well  if  he  can  bring  to  bear  even 
a  small  modicum  of  the  wisdom  of  his  writ¬ 
ings. 

Presbytery  of  Newark. — The  semi-annual 
meeting  of  this  Presbytery  took  place  in  the 
Second  church  of  Orange  last  week.  At  the 
opening  session  on  the  20th  inst.,  a  sermon 
of  unusual  excellence  on  the  subject  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Union  was  delivered  by  the  retiring 
Moderator,  Rev.  Eldridge  Mix,  pastor  of  the 
First  church  of  Orange.  After  a  delightful 
season  at  the  Lord’s  table,  the  organization 
was  effected  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Edward 

G.  Read  as  Moderator,  and  of  Rev.  Alex. 
A.  McConnell  and  Rev.  Clarence  Eddy  as 
Clerks.  A  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening 
of  the  first  day,  in  the  interest  of  Sunday- 
schools,  with  special  reference  to  the  train¬ 
ing  of  teachers,  at  which  addresses  were 
made  by  Elder  J.  B.  Pinneo  of  Newark,  Rev. 
Prentiss  De  Veuve  of  Park  church,  Newark, 
Rev.  J.  Allen  Maxwell  of  South  Orange,  and 
Rev.  Robert  Aikman  of  Elizabeth.  Among 
the  most  important  Presbyterial  acts  were 
the  following  :  The  dissolution  of  the  pastor¬ 
al  relations  between  Rev.  J.  J.  F.  Brunow 
and  the  Second  German  church  of  Newark, 
between  Rev.  Sanford  H.  Smith  and  the 
church  at  Mendham,  and  between  Rev.  Al¬ 
bert  MandeU  and  the  church  at  Madison. 
Rev.  E.  J.  Adams  (pastor  cf  a  colored  church 
at  Charleston,  S.  C.,)  and  Rev.  J.  Douglas 
Robertson  were  dismissed  to  unite  with  the 
Presbytery  of  South  Carolina  about  to  be form¬ 
ed.  Rev.  Albert  Erdman  and  Rev.  Charles 
T.  Berry  were  received  from  other  Presby¬ 
teries,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their 
installation,  respectively  over  the  Morristown 
and  Caldwell  churches,  on  the  5th  and  10th 
of  May.  A  missionary  meeting  was  held  on 
Wednesday  evening,  and  the  audience  were 
addressed  by  Rev.  Dr.  Treat,  Revs.  J.  C. 
Bliss  and  C.  A.  Smith.  The  Presbytery  by 
a  unanimous  vote  approved  of  the  Basis  of 
Reunion  overtured  by  the  Assembly  of  1868, 
and  consented  to  the  amending  of  the  Basis 
by  the  omission,  1st,  Of  that  part  of  the 
First  Article  that  begins  with  the  words  'It 
being  imderstood,'  kc,,  and  ends  with  the 
words  ‘ in  the  separate  churches.'  And  2d,  Of 
the  whole  of  the  Tenth  Article  of  the  Basis. 

Presbytery  adjourned  at  a  late  hour  on 
Thursday  evening,  after  the  services  con¬ 
nected  with  the  installation  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Henry  F.  Hickok  as  pastor  of  the  church 
in  which  Presbytery  had  for  three  days  been 
holding  its  sessions.  Rev.  E.  M.  Mix  pre¬ 
sided  ;  a  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Dr. 
J.  P.  Wilson;  the  pastor  was  charged  by  Rev. 
Dr.  D.  W.  Poor,  and  the  people  by  Rev. 
Robert  Aikman.

Presbytery  of  Wilmington.— The  Spring 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Wilming^ton  Central 
chuych  last  week.

Foreign  Missions. — We  have  received  from 
Rev.  Wm.  M.  Cheever  of  Terre  Haute,  Ind., 
District  Secretary  of  the  American  Board,  an 
exhibit  of  the  financial  condition  of  its  treas¬ 
ury  up  to  April  1869  ;  from  which  it  appears 
that  from  September  1st  to  April  1st,  the 
receipts  have  fallen  off  nearly  $27,000  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  corresponding  seven  months 
of  last  year.  Since  January  Ist,  fifteen  mis¬ 
sionaries  have  been  appointed,  thus  making 
a  demand  for  increased  liberality  on  the  part 
of  the  friends  of  missions. 

In  view  of  these  two  important  facts  the 
District  Secretary  adds :  “  Brethren  in  ! 

Christ !  let  our  monthly  responses  from 
this  district  be  so  generous,  that,  if  toward 
the  close  of  the  financial  year  it  may  be  ab¬ 
solutely  necessary  to  lift  up  another  cry  for 
help,  the  responsibility  for  the  pressure  will 
not  rest  with  us.  Let  none  of  our  New  School 
Presbyterian  or  Congregational  churches 
fail  to  send  in  promptly  their  contributions 
to  Foreign  Missions,  if  we  wish  to  avoid  em. 
barrassment,  and  be  able  on  the  1st  of  Au¬ 
gust  to  say,  honestly,  we  have  done  what  we 
could-” 

The  Veteran  Temperance  Corps.  —  The 
fourth  anniversary  meeting  of  the  National 
Veteran  Temperance  Corps  was  held  last 
week,  at  the  Congregational  church  of  the 
Pilgrims,  No.  365  West  Forty-eighth  street. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Seymour  A.  Baker,  pastor  of  the 
church  and  President  of  the  Corps,  presided. 
The  President  called  the  attention  of  the 
meeting  to  a  memorial  denouncing  the 
liquor  traffic  as  the  fruitful  cause  of  poverty, 
crime,  disease,  and  death,  and  sustaining 
the  Excise  Law  because  it  had  diminished 
arrests,  and  had  given  quiet  Simdays  and 
order  to  this  city.  The  memorial  was  unan¬ 
imously  adopted,  and  received  the  names  of 
nearly  all  present.  Dr.  Baker  earnestly 
urged  the  importance  of  resisting  any  modi¬ 
fication  of  the  present  Excise  Law.  The 
annual  Report  of  the  Society  was  read  by 
Dr.  D.  P.  Holton,  Secretary,  and  contained 
appropriate  notices  of  the  late  Dr.  Marsh 
and  Mr.  Benjamin  Joy,  former  members, 
and  the  efforts  of  the  Corps  to  establish 
Free  baths,  and  the  erection  of  a  fire-proof 
building  for  lectures,  library,  kc. 

A  Good  Example.  —  The  Genesee  Valley 
Presbytery  at  its  tenth  annual  meeting,  adopt¬ 
ed  measures  to  secure  the  publication  of 
“  the  first  ten  years  of  its  history,”  prepar¬ 
ed  by  a  member  of  the  Presbytery.  The 
facts  collected  and  arranged,  together  with 
a  brief  historical  sketch  of  each  church  with¬ 
in  its  bounds,  will  nuke  a  valuable  docu- 
>  ment. 


Berival  IntelUgeiiee— 

The  First  Presbyterian  church  (O.  8.)  in 
Topeka  (Kansas),  under  the  care  of  Rev.  F. 
S.  McCabe,  formerly  of  Peru,  Indiana,  has 
received  into  its  communion  since  Jan.  Ist, 
thirty-eight  persons,  all  but  one  by  certifi¬ 
cate.  The  interest  in  the  congregation  is 
steadily  increasing. 

Olivet  church,  Indianapolis,  received  elev¬ 
en  new  members  on  the  4tb.  Eleven  were 
on  profession. 

Rev.  J.  G.  W.  Cowles  of  East  Saginaw, 
Mich.,  has  welcomed  some  forty  new  mem¬ 
bers  to  his  church  since  the  religious  inter¬ 
est  commenced  there. 

Sixty-three  new  members  have  been  add¬ 
ed  to  the  Presbyterian  church  in  Skaneate- 
las,  including  some  of  the  most  substantial 
men  of  the  place. 

About  seventy  persons  wore  received  to 
membership  (aU  but  eight  on  profession  of 
their  faith,)  by  the  church  at  Wakeman, 
Ohio,  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  April.  The 
ordinance  of  Baptism  was  administered  to 
twenty-nine  adults.  Not  less  than  twenty 
family  altars  have  been  erected  in  the  place 
within  the  last  three  months. 

■  Seven  or  eight  years  ago,  when  the  “  Irish 
Revival  ”  spread  into  Scotland,  among  others 
who  came  under  its  vitalizing  power,  were 
Messrs.  Charles  Carroll,  and  Douglas  Russell, 
who  have  since  that  time  done  the  work  of 
Evangelists.  Six  months  ago  they  com¬ 
menced  preaching  in  the  streets  of  Galt,  Can¬ 
ada  West,  and  were  soon  invited  in-doors  by 
the  Revs.  J.  K.  Smith  and  W.  Grandy.  The 
latter  now  writes  to  The  Congregationalist  that 
about  1000  people  have  convened  nightly  to 
hear  the  simple  Gospel  preached,  and  to  in¬ 
quire  the  way  of  salvation.  Each  service  has 
consisted  of  two  parts, — the  first  conducted 
like  an  ordinary  Sabbath  service  ;  the  second 
simply  a  conversational  meeting  with  anxious 
inquirers,  in  which  believers  move  about, 
Bible  in  hand,  pointing  awakened  sinners  to 
the  Lamb  of  God,  or  wrestle  with  God  in 
inaudiable  prayer  for  blessing.  From  three 
to  seven  hundred  have  usually  waited  for 
this  service.  He  goes  on  to  say: — 

“As  the  harvest  in  town  is  pretty  fully 
garnered,  we  now  hold  only  two  extra  ser¬ 
vices  each  week  ;  but  in  the  country,  at  the 
many  points  where  we  hold  day  meetings, 
the  interest  remains  unabated,  and  so  intense 
that  to  be  realized  it  needs  to  be  seen.  God 
is  saving  by  households ;  and  youth  and  age 
rejoice  together  in  the  fervor  of  their  first 
love. 

“  We  have  been  assisted  by,  at  least,  fifty 
ministers  of  different  persuasions,  who  have 
visited  us  during  the  progress  of  the  work 
which  has  now  spread  to  over  thirtyjvillages, 
towns,  and  cities,  throughout  this  province. 
It  is  impossible  to  arrive  at  exactness  touch¬ 
ing  the  number  professedly  saved,  but  it  is 
thought  that  in  this  community  alone,  not 
less  than  1000  have  ‘  passed  from  death  to 
life.’  While  adherents  of  all  churches  have 
been  reached,  the  work  is  largely  confined  to 
Free  Church  Presbyterians — from  judges 
down  to  servants.” 

A  Long  and  Honored  Pastorate. — As  next 
Sabbath,  May  2d,  will  be  the  thirtieth  anni¬ 
versary  of  Rev.  Dr.  Burchard’s  taking  charge 
of  the  Thirteenth  Presbyterian  church  6f  this 
city,  it  is  his  purpose  to  preach,  both  morn¬ 
ing  and  evening,  sermons  appropriate  to  tliis 
interesting  occasion.  The  subject  of  the 
morning  discourse,  “Discouragements  in 
pastoral  work  ”;  in  the  evening,  “  The  En¬ 
couragements  of  the  pastor.” 

Generous  Gilt  to  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  New  RocheUe. — Dr.  Albert  Smith  has  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  congregation  of  this  church  a 
house  and  grounds  to  be  used  as  a  parson¬ 
age.  The  house  is  very  pleasantly  situated, 
directly  opposite  the  open  grounds  in  front 
of  the  church,  and  is  rendered  the  more  val¬ 
uable  to  the  people,  by  the  many  sacred  as¬ 
sociations  connected  with  it. 

The  building  is  the  original  Presbyterian 
church  of  1812,  which  on  the  erection  of  the 
present  stone  structure  in  1860  was  purchas¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  Smith,  removed  to  its  present  site, 
fitted  up  as  a  private  residence,  and  since 
then  has  been  occupied,  through  the  owner’s 
liberality,  by  the  pastor.  Dr.  Smith  now 
presents  the  house,  and  in  addition  the  val¬ 
uable  piece  of  land  on  which  it  stands,  to  be 
used  as  a  parsonage  forever.  At  meetings 
of  the  trustees  and  of  the  congregation, 
resolutions  were  passed  expressive  of  their 
appreciation  of  the  gift.

Aj  many  farmers  at  the  present  time  are 
inte  'ested  in  the  inquiry,  what  variety  to 
plat  t,  the  following  extract  from  an  essay,

“  Our  list  of  potatoes,  like  our  fruit  list,  is 
nnneoessarily  long,  and  perhaps  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  a  few  localitiee  and  varieties  es¬ 
pecially  adapted  to  them,  the  wants  of  the 
masses  can  be  folly  met  in  the  Goodrich 
Seedlings  and  ike  White  Peach  Blow,  until 
an  improvement  is  made  thereon.  I  do  not 
^Man  to  say  that  perfection  has  been  reached,

4 If  this  view  of  Mr.  Goodrich’s  labors  is 
rrect,  the  farmer  need  not  look  far  for  the 
best  varieties  yet  known,  as  the  early  Good¬ 
rich  and  the  White  Peach  Blow  are  now  pret¬ 
ty  generally  diffused,  and  the  prices  have  be¬ 
come  reasonable.  The  first  is  remarkably 
•arly,  handsome  in  form,  solid  in  texture,  , 

jich,  mealy,  fine  flavored,  and  about  as  good 
or  late  planting  and  Winter  use,  as  for  early 
planting  and  Summer  use.  If  we  were  to 
lepend  npon  one  variety  for  the  whole  year, 
lit  should  be  mealy,  good,  rich.  But  this  we 
would  neither  do  nor  advise.  Variety,  not 
large  but  select,  is  undoubtedly  preferable. 

Of  the  White  Peach  Blow,  we  cannot  speak 
as  positively,  nor  do  we  think  it  either  as 
productive  or  as  desirable  for  table  use.  The 
Early  Bose,  it  is  claimed,  matures  ten  days 
sooner  than  the  Goodrich,  add  that  it  is  su¬ 
perior  to  it  in  all  respects.  This  we  will 
credit  on  propw  proof  after  sufficient  time 
has  elapsed  for  its  cultivation  in  different 
soils  and  localities,  for  there  is  no  tell¬ 
ing  what  inprovements  the  persevering  ef¬ 
forts  of  men  like  the  late  Mr.  Gkiodrioh  may 
achieve.

Iron 
is  also  becoming  an  important  element  in  the 
industry  of  the  State.  The  amount  of  ore 
mixed  in  1867,  was  over  300,000  tuns.  There 
was  manufactured  during  tiiat  year — of  an¬ 
thracite  pig  iron,  36,919  tons  ;  ef  charcoal 
pig  iron,  9,000  tuns  ;  and  ef  bar  iron,  51,- 
980  tuns.  The  report  urges  the  importance 
of  draining  the  low  lands  on  the  Passaic, 
Hackensack,  and  WaUdll  rivers.  In  the 
sonthem  part  of  the  State  there  are  over 
1,000,000  acres  of  land  unimproved,  and  ca¬ 
pable  of  the  highest  cultivation.  Much  has 
been  done  in  the  last  few  years  by  private 
enterprise,  in  the  way  of  reclaiming  and  im¬ 
proving  these  lands  ;  but  much  remains  yet 
to  be  done.

Our  Prison  Discipline  nt  81ng  Sing. 

A  few  days  ago,  at  Albany,  tt^onmittee 
of  the  Legislature,  through  Mr.  D.  Stewart, 


at  this  prison.  The  first  fault  wlflch  impress¬ 
ed  itself  upon  the  Committee,  is  the  over¬ 
crowded  state  of  the  prison.  The  maxi¬ 
mum  number  designed  to  occupy  the  prison 
was  1200,  but  it  contained  1366  convicts. 
This  excess,  without  additional  accommoda¬ 
tions,  contained  elements  of  danger,  and  was 
the  ftTAitiug  cause  of  the  late  tragedies.  The 
report  recommends  the  use  of  many  small 
pnjsons  as  preferable  to  the  few  large  oum 
now  in  use.  There  should  be  at  least  one  in 
each  judicial  district.  Another  cause  of  the 
outbreak,  was  the  insufficiency  of  the  restric¬ 
tive  force,  and  the  measures  resorted  to  by 
the  inexiierienced  prison  officers.  The  sys¬ 
tem  of  punishment  at  the  prison  was  bru^, 
inhuman,  and  uncalled  for.  The  practice 
of  showering  is  condemned,  and  its  abolition 
recommended.  The  expenditures  of  the  pris¬ 
on  are  $75,000  above  its  earnings.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  tbink  it  should  be  made  selfsustaining. 
The  report  concludes  by  recommending  a^ 
fuller  mvestigation  into  the  matter.  We 
trust  this  important  subject  will  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  drop.

COMMERCIAL  AND  MONETARY. 

Monday,  April  26,  1869. 

Tub  Bank  Statkhknt. — The  supply  of  money 
has  been  abundant  the  past  week,  and  the  state¬ 
ment  of  the  Associated  ^nks  at  the  close  promis¬ 
es  a  continuance  of  the  same.  There  is  an  in¬ 
crease  in  every  item  except  circulation,  which 
shows  a  decrease  of  over  three  hundred  and  fifty 
thomand  dollars  in  consequence  of  the  withdraw¬ 
al  of  the  Bank  of  North  America  from  the  nation¬ 
al  bank  system.  The  increase  in  legal  tenders  is 
over  two  and  a  half  millions,  exhibiting  the 
steady  fiow  of  currency  from  the  country,  while 
the  increase  in  specie  is  over  a  million,  inasmuch 
as  the  Sub-Trra5ury  disbursed  $1,873,904  in  coin 
during  the  week  on  account  of  interest,  and  re¬ 
ceived  $2,696,000  for  duties,  the  fact  shows  a 
steady  influx  of  gold.  The  deposits  have  increas¬ 
ed  more  than  five  millions,  reflective  of  the  com¬ 
bination  of  the  items  of  specie  and  legal  tenders. 
The  total  gain  in  reserve  is  $3,715,191.  The  to¬ 
tal  amount  held  by  the  banka  in  excess  of  the 
legal  reserve  is  $9,678,093— a  gain,  as  compared 
with  last  week,  of  $2,525,091. 

The  Gou)  Market  was  excited  during  the 
week  in  consequence  of  the  agitation  concerning 
the  Alabama  claims  question,  and  that  of  Cuban 
belligerent  recognition,  and  the  price  advanced 
to  134  j ;  but  the  announcement  was  made  about 
the  middle  of  the  week  that  the  Government 
would  sell  gold,  and  there  was  a  decline  to  133  j 
before  the  close  of  the  week,  aided  by  the  more 
pacific  character  of  our  foreign  relations.  On  the 
26th  gold  was  dull  throughout  the  day,  having 
fluctuated  only  j  cent,  ranging  from  133|  to 
133§,  those  being  the  opening  and  closing  prices. 
The  market  has  shown  little  speculative  interest, 
speculators  having  operated  sparingly,  not  being 
certain  of  the  amount  of  gold  the  ^cretary  pro¬ 
poses  to  throw  upon  the  market.  The  general 
feeling  favors  a  decline. 

Governhent  Bonds  have  been  active  and  buoy¬ 
ant,  and  prices  have  reached  (on  Monday,  26th,) 
the  highest  point  ever  recorded,  notwithstanding 
the  dulness  of  bonds  in  London.  The  chief  ac¬ 
tivity  has  been  In  the  new  issues,  ’67’s  having 
reached  113j. 

State  Bonds. — An  active  speculation  is  again 
reported  in  State  bonds,  with  North  Carolinas, 
new,  leading  the  list,  and  selling  at  56J,  against 
55,  the  best  price  of  Saturday,  the  old  bonds  be¬ 
ing  steady  at  62.  'i'ennessees  were  steady  at  69i 
for  old,  and  684  for  new  bonds.  New  Virginias 
close  at  58|,  and  the  old  at  684@584.  An  active 
trade  was  carried  on  in  Missouri  6’b,  which  rose 
to  89J,  though  yielding  4  ^  cent  at  the  close. 
Southern  securities  were  well  represented.  Lou¬ 
isiana  levee  6’s  sold  at  724,  Louisiana  6’s  sold  at 
72,  and  Georgia  7’s  at  95.  We  note  a  small  sale 
of  New  York  State  bounty  loan  bonds  at  109J.
